MEN TO COMPLY WITH LAW AND GET 
THEM IN POSITION ABOVE GROUND 


There are practically ten more 
working days for the San Francisco 
owners of the biHboards around 
Richmond to get busy and make them 
meet the demands of the ordinance 
passed by the City Council on De- 
cember 15. The ninety days allowed 
by the ordinance for all billboards to 
be brought to specifications will ex- 
pite on March 16. 

Public demand forced the council 
to have the ordinance drawn and 
passed because the billboards as they 
stood, aside from the fact that they 
are unsightly to any community, 
were a nuisance to the. municipality. 


People have used ‘them practically 
as a lavatory, making them unsani- 
trya, to say the least, not consider- 
ing the fact that there are people 
who live near them that have to stand 


annoyance of this sort. 


One attempt that is known has 


been made to bring the billboards 
within bounds of the ordinance. The 
board on Washington avenue, be- 
tween the American Hotel and Luck- 
ett’s cigar stand, was moved back 
two feet from the sidewalk. But- the 
portion of the ordinance requiring 
an open space of two feet under the 
extreme lower edge of the parallel 
portion of the billboard and the level 
of the sidewalk, was either over- 
looked or forgotten. 

The billboards at Ninth street and 
cdonald avenue, Twentieth street 
and Macdonald avenue and Railroad 
avenue have..not.-been- brought © to 
specifications as yet. 

City Attorney D. J. Hall and Su- 
perintendent of Streets Frank Welsh, 
both stated that if the company own- 
ing the boards did not have them 
brought to the requirement: of the 
ordinance by the 15th of this month 


they would be declared a nuisance, 
as provided in the ordinance, and be 
razed to the ground. ; 

From present appearance it would 
seem that the company owning the 
boards were staying off the rebuild- 
ing of them to see if they couldn’t slip 
by without being harmed. Such will 
not be; the case, as already citizens 
who were instrumental in the passing 
of the billboard ordinance are com- 
mencing to compare notes and mark 
off the days until the 15th, when ac- 
tion against the billboards can le- 
galiy commence. ‘

THE CANAL TOLLS. 


That the action of the President in insisting that the American 
vessels which pass through the Panama Canal shall pay tolls because 


«he has been requested to do so by Great Britain and Europe, and he 


is more anxious'to please foreigners than his éwn péople, was dictated 
by the railroads is self-evident and is another evidence of Wilson’s 
inconsistency. As the American ‘ships which are not to pay toll are 
all coastwise, that js, running between the Atlantic and Pacific ports 
of this country, it follows that Great Britain’s trade would not be 
affected since she cannot engage in a coastwise trade, being forbidden 
by the laws of this country. 


It is therefore a dog in the manger policy that she insists upon, 
and she is only advocating it because it pleases the railroads in which 
her subjects are very deeply interested both in this country and in 
Canada. As the News has pointed out, higher freight rates will be 
& necessity on the part of the ships using the canal if they have to pay 
tolls. Higher tolls on their part mean that the railroads can charge 
higher rates and the result will be higher rates all along the line for 
the people to pay. But as much of the railroad stock is held abroad 
the foreign stock holder will profit by the higher rates. 

It.is possible that the President does not realize that he is im- 
posing an extra burden upon the people in the interests of the railroad 
because, while a very learned man so far as books go, he is a very 
ignorant man so far as practical experience with the world is con- 
cerned. It is a curious fact, but nevertheless it is a fact, that those 
who read the most and have studied the most are generally those who 
are the least practical in the affairs of life, and in his treatment of the 
Philippine question, in the suffrage issue, and now in the canal toll 
question the President shows that he is governed by theory rather 
than by experience. The treaties with foreign gvernments are an- 
other evidence that a theorist is a dangerous man to have at the head 
of a great nation, no matter how honest he may be. In our foreign 
policy we are daily getting into deeper and deeper water, and we shall 
be very lucky if we get out without a serious disaster. 


FIREMEN MUST BE PAID. 


Chico has five paid firemen. It wanted to insure them under the 
new employers’ liability law, but the State Commission decided that 
it could not insure them unless it also insured all the voluntary fire- 
men who amount to some 200 or more, and consequently the city finds 
itself in this position: It must pay $4.00 each for the whole 200, or it 
must have only a paid department, or else it must lay itself liable to 
very heavy damages if any of the firemen, paid or voluntary are hurt 
or killed. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that Richmond is deeply inter- 
ésted in this same matter. Its force being voluntary does not do 
away with the liability of the city, and every fireman should be in- 
sured at once. The other city employees as we have already pointed 
out, including the school teachers, should be insured, and that without 
delay. If this matter be not attended to the result will be that the 
first thing the city knows it will be subjected to very heavy damages 
and a few thousand dollars will go the way that the damages in the 
tunnel have gone and must go, and the taxpayers will confront a 
deficit that will be far from a pleasure to their vision. 

In Chico the plan is to do away with the volunteer department 
and to employ a few men, which is the proper way to handle fires 
anyway. A city as large as Chico or Richmond shouldhave a paid 
department. Marysville has a paid department and it has not one- 
third the population of Bichmond. A few expert, well trained men 
are worth an army of willing but inexperienced men in case of a 
serious conflagration. 

But whether Richmond adopts the paid fire department plan or 
not, it should lose ke time in insuring the men whom it allows to 
officiate at a fire and who are on the rolls as firemen, whether volun- 
teers or paid employees. The insurance ofthe other city employees, 
too, should not be any longer delayed. 


SAVE US FROM OUR FRIENDS. 


The liquor interests in California have reason to utter that prayer. 
The Democrats in convention in San Francisco last Monday under the 
aegis of the Iroquois Club passed a resolution condemning prohibition. 


* The result, of course, is going to be that that issue is now forced into

ECCENTRIC BERKELEY. 


One would naturally suppose that as the seat of a great univer-

sity, the university with the greatest attendance of any in the country, 
Berkeley would be thoroughly in sympathy with education and the 
most advanced, though along scientific lines, but the facts are exactly 
the opposite. Thus\it is always Berkeley which leads in any crusade 
that is started againgt vaccination, or any medical progress, and 
which would return to\the past rather than to march forward to the 
future. In every Legislature for years Berkeley has been represented 
by assemblymen more or less peculiar, and its last representative in 
that direction was not the least peculiar of the procession. In fact, 
Berkeley, instead of leading as an educational center, usually carries 
the banner*of freakdom and astonishes with its eccentricities rather 
than enthralls with its learning.

It is true, of course, that a majority of the voters favored the 
bonds, but not two-thirds, and that is peculiar, because seeing as 
Berkeley does daily the special benefits of education, it would be sup- 
posed that she would want to be a representative educational com- 
munity all along the line, and would desire to have the splendid uni- 
versity that the state has given her supplemented by a thorough 
course and an adequate number of the inferior schools. But alas and 
alack. Berkeley has astonished the rest of the state once more and 
she has vetoed the proposition of more schools. 


THE AUTOMOBILE ORDINANCE. 


Councilman Lane is to be congratulated upon the fact that he is 


pressing a new ordinance which will regulate the management and 
speed of automobiles in this city. While none will question the fact 
that the automobile is a very useful invention, and that it has come 


to stay, neither will there be any question about the fact that automo- 
biles are very often run by persons who ought to be either in an in- 
sane asylum or a prison. It is that fact which has undoubtedly stirred 
up the people in so many localities against them. 

There is no reason why pedestrians should lose all their rights 
because automobile owners have come into theirs. There is no reason 
why & man who drives an auto should not be required to show as 
much care and consideration of pedestrians as has always been de- 
manded from drivers of horse vehicles. 

Machines going through the city should be limited to a reasonable 
rate of speed, and should not be allowed to turn corners at a rate that 
means death or serious injury to any one unfortunate enough to be 
crossing when they arrive. The policy of requiring them to go around 
the center of the street in turning, which prevails in many localities, 
is to be adopted here. 

When the ordinance is adopted it should be enforced. Placing 
an ordinance on the statute books does not stop the evil it is aimed 
at if that is the end of what is done. Laws do not enforce themselves 
automatically. They need to be enforced, and even if the police force 
has to be increased, as it should be, the increase should be made un- 
hesitatingly. 


.,ZIGHTING THE PARCEL POST . 


When the railroads were first invested and began to do business, 
the stage drivers objected that they would take away their business 
and they caused a number of riots, besides petitioning Congress: to 
forbid the trains. Now we haye the local expressmen, the men who 
drive express wagons in Boston, asking Congress to forbid the post- 
master-General to extend the parcel post because it interferes with 
their business. They desire that the zone ara shall not be extended, 
that the size of parcels shall not be increased and that the action 
already taken in those directions shall be rescinded. 

Of course their request will not be complied with, since it would 
be pleasing a few at the inconvenience of many, but it illustrates the 
fact that after all the world, or at least sentiment, does not change 
much, and that every innovation, improvement or effort at progress 
always meets with opposition from those who suffer from the change.
